Financial  chaos  reigns  supremo  In  both 
branches  t>rCm»g{©»«  since  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  onrrency  Wll  was  prematurely 
klll.-d  intho  House.  Scores  of  financial 
bills  nave  been  prepared  by  Senators  and 
Ui'|.ii^.<ntatives,  but  most  of  them  have 
no  supporters  outside  of  their  authors. 
There  Is  much  talk  of  a  compromise 
measure  nhlch  la  to  be  sup[>orted  by 
Administration  Democrats  aud  K«pub- 
Means ;  also  that  Secretary  Carlisle  Is  to 
prepar  i  another  currency  bill  so  drawn 
as  to  gain  the  support  of  the  silver  men, 
who  c'alin  the  credit  for  defeating  the 
other  currency  bill  prepared  by  him; 
but  up  to  this  time  It  Is  all  talk  ;  there 
Is  nothing  tangible  in  sight,  either  to 
support  or  to  oppose,  and  nine  out  of 
every  teu of Gmgressmen  interrogated  will 
frankly  admit  their  belief  that  no  finan¬ 
cial  legislation  Is  possible  at  the  present 
sasslou.

The  Method  of  Procedure. 

In  proceeding  to  bold  an  election  to 
vote  on  the  .  borough  question  In  Glen 
Ridge  the  following  steps  will  hare  to  be 
taken : 

“Under  act  of  April  5  1878,  entitle^ 
'An  act  .for  the  formation  of  boroughs,' 
petition  by  owners  of  at  least  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  real  estate  within  proposed 
borough.  Signers  may  be  both  resident 
and  non-resident  owners.  k  The  ten  per 
cent,  is  calculated  upon  total  of  proceed¬ 
ing  assessment,  that  Is,  duplicate  for 
1894,  Judge  of  Common  Pleas  orders 
election,  appoints  clerk  and  inspectors, 
and  a  majority  vote  carries.  Ticket  Is 
'  For  Incorporation,’  or  ‘  Against  Incor¬ 
poration.’  The  owners  pay  the  whole 
expense." 

The  officers  of  a  borough  are  :  ••  May¬ 
or,  one  year,  no  salary  ;  six  councilman, 
three  years,  divided  in  classes,  as  two 
are  chosen  each  year,  no  salary ;  a  col¬ 
lector,  three  years;  an  assessor,  three 
yea  r  ;  three  commlseioners  of  appeal, 
one  year.  Election,  second  Tuesday  of 
March ;  clerk  appointed  by  Mayor  and 
Council  and  salary  fixed  by  them.  Sal¬ 
aries  of  assessor  aud  collector  likewise 
fixed  by  them.  Commissioners  of  Ap¬ 
peal,  $3.00  a  day."
